It would seem/that ‘four years of blood 
and carnage shoyld have opened the eyes 
of these to the fact that the world moves; 
that progressive qivilization cannot be stayed, 
that the causes this war of necessity must 
be put where they could no more disturb 


sour peace. “We have heard several of the 


most renowned fossils in this county, de- 
clare when Lee gurrendered, that it. settled 
definitely, the fate of slavery, and gave @ con- 
struction to the Democratic stand-by of 
modern days—the resolutions of ’98-9, ad- 
verse to the Calhpunistic theories, that. the 
State was really independent of, and superi- 
or to, the Federal government; and that as 
slavery was the ¢ause ofthe war and could 
not maintain itsdlf against the civilization 
of this age, and ithe power of the nation, 
that it was the part of prudence and policy, 
to so amend the Constitution ‘as to forever 
abolish the institution. 

We believe that ninety-nine out of every 
hundred Union imen, in this county, are 
earnestly in favor of that amendment: to the 
Federal Constitution. We believe nine out 
of every ten Democrats are algo in favor of 
it. We know that they so proclaimed it 
last fall, but their wishes and ours have not 
been represented by our Representative, and 
we hereby protest against this action of Mr.

Now the company is ready to receive from 
the Government the lands and give such 
construction to the act as will place them 
owners in fee simple, absolute of all unpros- 
pected lands in Sacramento, Placer, Nevada 
and Sierra counties, which comes within 
the limits of their grant from Congress. 
This has-alarmed the citizens of that region, 
and all who are alike interested, partake 
with them in the anxiety through sympa- 
thy. 

Mr. Belden, Senator from Nevada county, 
introduced resolutions in the Senate, asking 
such an amendment by Congress to the stat- 
ute of 1864, a8 will prevent the Rail Road | 
Company from ‘securing. patents to these | 
lands until their character can be asccertain- 
ed, The resolutions take the form of a memo- 
rial of the Legislature of this State to Con-| 
gress, and in connect¥n with the subject a 
concurrent «resolution has passed both 
branches of the Legislature, asking for a 
“stay, of proceedings.”
